Board of Health has

come alarmed aud appointed an extra 
vaccinating

of twenty physi-

The disease 
has prevailed here 


for some months past, but within the 
past 
two weeks 
has 
increased 
to an 


alarming extent and 
is of the most 


deadly 
character. 
Physicians 
state 


that the cases 
reported 
now are of a 


type known as the black small-pox, a 
malady 
which has 
not 
visited New 


York before for forty-fiveyears.

epidemic is principally confined to the 
East 
side
